COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

LAST night, the Comedy of The Rivals was played here in 
lieu of The Bride of Messina, in consequence of the sudden and 
severe indisposition of Miss Ellen Tree. Two in theMorning, and 
The Greek Boy followed the Comedy. Fra Diavolo will be pro- 
duced at this Theatre to-morrow evening, for the first time these 
two years, in which Mr. T. Bishop will make bis first appearance 
in London as Lord Alicash. 

DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

Last night Mr. Elisson’s second season commenced under the 
most favorable auspices, ‘The promenade portion was crowded to 
suffocation within tea minutes after the opening of the doors, and 
not only wes the dress circle crowded with an elegant company, 
but the private boxes were also well filled. There was not a seat 
unoccupied in upper boxes and gailery, and nothiog could be more 
cheering than tha sight of this mass of visitors. The decorations 
sre similar to those ef the past seasov, with the exception of those 
appertainiog to the stage. The decorative portion is bighly credit- 
able, and is designed by Mr. Frederick Gye. Velvet of a richly 
dark bue covers the walis, with light blue satin hangings, the la:ter 
correspond with some mirrors suspended here and there. Vases and 
clocks, of the most elaborate manufacture, are also tastefully 
disposed around the house. The summer fountsins and flowers 
heve been judiciously withdrawe, at the approach of Hivre, but 
artificial bouquets are still profusely displayed in the various vases. 
The orchestra is covered witb a rich crimson velvet, and orna- 
mented with gilt vases, &c, The roof is beautifully decorated, It 
is covered with purple velvet, and rosettes of blue silk and gold 
render it very chaste. Over the orchestra hss been raised an arch 
of light bive and while silk fluted. The tout ensemble was mog- 
nificent. The concert was conducted by the original projector, 
Musard, who was loudly applauded on bis appearance. He was 
led oo by Eliason, and prolonged plaudits fellto the share of the 
latter, Tbe national anthem commenced the performances, and we 
have rarely heard it pleyed with so great an effect. It was tre- 
mendously applauded. 

The overiure to La Gazza Ladra was finely given, and this 
latter remark, indsed, applies to the entire performance, which 
consisted of some of the best compositions of Rossini, Auber, Strauss, 
Musard, &e, Willent Bordogni, a bassoon player, made his first 
appearauce, and parformed a solo composed by himself, entitled ‘La 
Melsncolie,’ with the loudest applause. Herr Muller appeared for 
the first time, His solo on the trumpet was well played. Musard’s 
Victoria quadrille, founded on ‘ Rule Britannia,’ is most spirited

It is constructed upon a scale of 20 
feet to an inch, and includes every building in this romantic and interesting tows. 
Also in this Exhibition will be seen TwoMovingPanoramas, consisting of Sydney 
the capital of New South Wales, and Scenery in the Environs of Hobart Town, 

Afterwards pop into the Cosmorama Rooms, 209, Regent Street, to view 
the new and beautiful viws now exhibting here ; they are of the most interest- 
ing description, and descrve the patronage they receive,
